Railroads' Attitudes 
Please City Officials

City officials are pleased with the attitudes and 


expressions of cooperation from officials of two 
railroads—Southern Pacific and the Cotton Belt 
Line—during a conference Wednesday on 
crossing problems. 


W.F. Reed, assistant superintendent for the 


Cotton Belt, Pine Bluff, Ark., and Southern 
Pacific officials D.G. Holmes, assistant 
superintendent, 
and Joe Merritt, 
assistant 


division engineer, met Wednesday at the City's 
request with City Manager Jack Russell, Mayor 
Sue Youngblood, Commissioner Geral Nichols 
and Police Chief Don Massey. 


"We are pleased with the results of our con- 


ference as both railroad companies represen- 
tatives had a real good attitude and were ex- 
trememly cooperative," Manager Russell said. 


He reported that both railroads agreed to 


improve all their major crossings to make them 
smoother by putting in new planking and new 
asphalt. They also agreed to furnish stop signs at 
their expense at any crossing intersection the 
City wants. 


Russell said he will review a study of 


unguarded crossings made by former City 
Engineer Bob Scott to pinpoint crossings where 
the City will ask the rail lines to install stop 
signs. 


BOTH RAILROADS agreed to participate with 


the City in the costs of signalizing any crossing, 
City Manager Russell said, and the railroads will 
prepare some cost estimates and submit this 
data to Corsicana. "The City will then take a look 
at costs involved and set priorities," Russell 
said. 


Corsicana has had more complaints from the 


public about crossings being blocked by trains on 
the Cotton Belt Line than any other, and Russell 
reported the Cotton Belt officials agreed to 
change their train schedules so as not to in- 
terfere with vehicular traffic during peak hours. 
Particularly, the City Manager said, the railroad 
will alter schedules so trains won't block the 
crossing of Highway 75 between 6:30 and 8 a.m. 


The city manager said both rail lines agreed to 


work with their own train crews to effect the 
least delays while crews are changing on trains 
passing through and stopping here for crew 
changes. 


City officials and railroad representatives 


explored the possibility of Corsicana's getting 
federal grants for construction of either un- 
derpasses or overpasses so that Highway 75 
would always be accessible to vehicular traffic 
from all sections of town. 


"But that is way in the future...the costs would 


run in the millions," Russell said, with the 
greatest financial burden falling on the City 
which has no funds to install either of these types 
of facilities. 


THE CITY WOULD have to construct either 


the overpass or underpass, whichever might be 
selected, and the railroad affected would face 
costs of relocating its tracks to coincide with the 
structure. 


Federal grants are available only to cities for 


this type at traffic improvement, not to the 
railroads. Manager Russell said the railroad 
representatives offered 
their assistance to 


Corsicana in preparing any application for a 
federal grant the City might seek. 


The major bottleneck now is at crossings of 


two lines. Cotton Belt on S. Hwy 75, and the Ft. 
Worth & Denver, Burlington Rock Island, on E. 
Hwy 31. When long trains block either highway 
crossing the areas east and southeast are cut off 
from the remainder of town. 


Just how the City will resolve this problem of 


long standing is uncertain at this point, but the 
problem is being studied, Russell said.

NJC Head Coach Donnie Duncan, who just last 
month was given a three-year extension of his 
contract, submitted his resignation to the board 
of trustees Monday effective Feb. 1 to accept a 
position in the real estate field in Dallas. 


President Dr. Ben W. Jones told the board that 


Coach Duncan had "alerted" him during the 
Christmas holidays that he had been approached 
by a schoolmate with a tentative offer which 
Duncan was considering although, at that time, 
it was something that might not become a firm 
offer for a matter of up to a year. 


Dr. Jones said Coach Duncan came to him last 


Friday and said the offer had "jelled" sooner 
than anticipated and that he wanted to be 
relieved as coach effective Feb. 1 to accept a 
position with the Bolanz and Miller Real Estate 
firm of Dallas. Duncan's letter of resignation 
was then presented and accepted with regrets. 


"You all know the record of win-losses Coach 


Duncan has had here. 1 hate to lose him and in 
fact I think he is the best coach in the state," 
President Jones commented to the board, adding 
that Duncan had indicated the college "couldn't 
match" what he had been offered to join the 
Dallas firm. 


BOARD MEMBERS were quick to praise 


Duncan's record and Trustee Oliver Albritton 
observed "Coach Duncan has been more than 
just a coach; he has built a program of athletics 
and has been an ambassador for the college 
throughout the community." 


President Jones had no recommendations on a 


possible successor at this time. Following ad- 
journment, he speculated to board members and 
news media representatives "that as soon as 
word gets out, I expect the phone calls and let- 
ters (of application) will begin coming in." 
Trustees recommended that no time be lost in 
looking for a replacement. Duncan has just 
finished his third football season as the head 
coach. 


Before this unexpected news, the board had 


formally accepted the resignation of Asst. Coach 
Hugh D. McCrabb who had tendered his 
resignation prior to the Christmas holidays 
"effective immediately" to accept a similar 
position with Oklahoma State UiiivcTsity at 
Stillwater, McCrabb's alma mater. 


Noting that McCrabb had clone a good job in 


the one year he had been at Navarro and had 
already left the campus to accept the new 
assignment, Dr. Jones recommended formal 
acceptance of the resignation. 


Dr. Jones said as of Monday 7158 students had 


enrolled for the Spring semester, 
with 


registration continuing through Jan. 26. He said 
weather conditions recently had affected 
enrollment and at this point he anticipates an 
additional 200 enrollments. He noted the college 
enrollenrollment will be down from the Fall 
registration of 1,032 as it always is in the second 
semester due to some students not returning due 
to poor grades, marriage, and transfers to senior 
colleges. A complete breakdown and comparison 
with last year's Spring semester 
will be 


available at the next board meeting, he said.

Money for Revenue Sharing 


Project No. 2 (estimated to cost 
$40,000)

City Manager Jack Russell told 


the Commission bids will be 
received lo hard-surface streets 
which are "heavily traveled 
thoroughfares, used 
by the 


general citizenry." 


The report says the streets to 


be improved will be graded, with 
an asphalt covering to provide "a 
farm to market type road." 


"Curbs and gutters will not be a 


part of this contract," the report

Miss Irene Boozer asked the

•Russell said less money was 


spent on east side streets because 
of an impending urban renewal 
project.

Underscoring a generally progressive picture 


of City accomplishments in 1972 characterized 
by Mayor Sue Youngblood in her "State of the 
City" message printed in The Daily Sun Tuesday 
was an audit report of 1972 Corsicana revenues 
and expenditures 
presented 
to the Com- 


missioners' meeting showing an "over-all im- 
proved financial position." 


The comment came from City Manager Jack 


Russell after accountant Hudson Anderson of 
"Wilcox, Patillo and Brown" presented the 1972 
audit report of the financial condition of the City. 


The report shows the City took in 12.58 per cent 


more money into the general fund than was 
budgeted. Water and sewer revenues exceeded 
the budget by 9.40 per cent. 


THESE EXCESSIVE REVENUES offset 


budgetary over-expenditures of 2.31 per cent in 
the general fund category and a 2.71 per cent 
increase in water and sewer expenditures. 


Debt service and Library Fund revenues and 


expenditures stayed within the 1972 budget 
estimate. 


In none of the four categories did the City 


spend more than it took in, the report shows. 


"We didn't have to borrow money at the end of 


the year like we usually do," Russell said. He 
added, "I'm proud of the fact that we spent far 
less money than we took in." 


He mentioned that the director of finance hired 


in 1972 earned more money for the City in in- 
terest on investment of idle City funds than the 
salary cost. 


Besides approving a water and sewage rate 


hike and authorizing the taking of bids for 
Revenue Sharing Project No. 2, the City Com- 
mission authorized an application for a federal 
grant through the Criminal Justice Council to 
provide equipment to upgrade the Corsicana 


Police Department. 


A second resolution was passed approving a 


contract, with the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police to make a survey of the ad- 
ministrative and physical operations of the 
Police Department to be conducted early in 
February, also financed by a Criminal Justice 
Council grant. 


AN $11,714.26 bid from Goins-Weatherby Ford 


was accepted by the Commission for purchase of 
a "cab-over" garbage truck, a vehicle with a 
"fork lift" that mechanically picks up square 
metal garbage containers. 


Bids for a container body for the truck and for 


a used "packer" truck were refused by the 
Commission. The city manager said the bids 
were too high, and he recommended the bids be 
re-advertised. 


The Commission during a public hearing on 


annexation of a 32G-acre strip of land between 
Post Oak Creek and E. Hwy. 31, agreed to 
exempt less than an acre of the land owned by 
C.L. (Buster) Brown at his request. 


An alley bounded by Seventh Street, Ninth 


Ave., Tenth Ave. and the Fort Worth and Denver 
Railroad was closed to public use by the Com- 
mission.

Sheriff, Road FundsTo Get 
Slice of County's Federal Revenue 


The largest slice of the $326,396 


Revenue Sharing Fund "pie" 
budgeted Wednesday by Navarro 
County Commissioners 
will be 


spent for "public transportation" 
items which include 
transit 


systems and streets and roads for 
the 1'our county precincts. 


A substantial portion will also 


go for additional personnel and 
equipment to update the Sheriff's 
Department, with the remainder 
i!oing toward fire protection, 
health and oilier funds. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said he 


and the county commissioners 
decided to set'up the Revenue 
Sharing Funds separately from 
the regular 1973 County Budget 
because the Revenue Sharing 
Funds are "extra funds" which 
the county cannot be sure it will 
get from'year to year although 
They have'been allocated by the 
federal government. He said the 
possibility of the federal funds 
being cut makes it necessary for 
the budgets to be separate. 


The 1973 County Budget i which

Funds)

$1 082,005.76. The amount of 
available resources- for the 
various funds

brought forward plus the amount 
budgeted for 1973) includes: 
Road and Bridge Fund, $329,000;

and Sinking Fund, $66,530.76; 
Permanent Improvement Fund, 
$36.100; Jury Fund, $27,100; and 
Hospital Maintenance Fund. 
$23.000. 


Dunn said an itemized budget 


was not available for the news 
media Wednesday because the 
County Auditor's office was still 
working on it. County Auditor 
Johnny George said Wednesday 
that the itemized budget, which 
shows amounts allocated for the 
various county offices, precincts 
and other accounts, is "still in a 
pencil copy stage" but a printed 
copy will be available soon. 
possibly by Monday. 


REVENUE SHARING 


The Revenue Sharing Fund 


budget is based on expected 
receipts of $326.398 through the 
end of 1973. according to Dunn. 
He said only $169.199 has been 
received by the County thus far. 
and the next check is due to 
arrive in April. Checks received 
after April will be on a quarterly 


basis. 


Dunn emphasized that it is not 


known at this time whether or not 
the County will receive all the 
money it has been told it will get 
this year. 


Mrs. Gertrude Dryman. who 


said she represents the "older 
citizens of Navarro County", 
asked whether or not any funds 
will be allocated for senior citizen 
programs. 


The County .Judge said nothing 


was allocated for the senior 
citizens in this budget and ex- 
plained that the County lias not 
yet received all its Revenue 
Sharing Fund money. He ex- 
plained that $102,272.05 has 
remained 
unallocated by 
the 


nninty because "We don't know 
whether or not we will get that 
money." He said it is possible 
that, if tlie $102,272.05 does come 
in. the County might be able to 
allocate some money to senior1 


citizen and other programs. He 
asked 
that senior citizens to 


"bear with us" until it is deter- 
mined how much the County will 
actually receive.

'Serenity Farm' Residents Move in- 
With Help of Friendly Neighbors

FAIKFIELD-Serenity Farm, 


the non-profit alcoholics recovery 
project located south of Fairfield 
near Dew, is officially open, 
project director Bob Murphy 
reports. 


The first residents moved into 


the single, wood frame house on 


I he farm Jan. li, "after being 
stuck in the mud Jan. 5," Murphy 
said. "The good local folks got a 
tractor and hauled our truck out 
of the mud for us." 


The remote—almost 
back- 


woods location of the farm has 
no paved road and few other so- 
called modern conveniences. 


But the project is located in the 


peaceful 
surroundings of 
the 


country for a good reason, ac- 
cording to Murphy, who believes, 
"here, away from the frantic 
pace of our cities, a man can find 
something real to hang onto for 
the rest of his life." 


Murphy 
reported 
"I 
had 


forgotten that people in a small 
town can be much more helpful 
than those in the rat race of a 
city." lie said the butane man 
made an extra trip into the 
muddy farm location to make 
sure residents had enough fuel, 
and people have been helpful in 
other instances. 


FRO/EN WATER PIPES were 


among the first problems en- 
countered at the hilltop farm 
residence, Murphy said. During 
the free/e, 
the occupants 
of 


Serenity Farm 
hauled 
w-'ter 


from a service station and 
'd 


water from a pond for <•' 
g 


purposes. 


Murphy 
is not particularly 


concerned over such difficulties. 
"You must remember," he said, 
"that active alcoholics are 
sell'lrained in survival at skidrow 
level. We activate this same 
ability for sobriety and call it an 
adventure." 


Several items are badly needed 


by the farm, Murphy said, in- 
cluding 
a 
cookstove 
with 


workable burners and oven, a TV 
antenna, blankets, quills and 
towels. "And we certainly need a 
wringer-type washing machine," 
stated Murphy. "Wringer-type is 
best for our use here." 


I'he project director said "We 


take 
help from 
anywhere, 


because we take alcoholics from 
anywhere." He said 90 per cent of 
Serenity Farm residents have no 
money at all and "we are aimed 
at the people who have no funds 
and nowhere else to go." 


"I BELIEVE THE BASICS of a 


realistic recovery can be taught 
here on the hill," Murphy con- 
tinued. "Take a lonely old hold 
house on a hill and fill it with 
lonely 
old 
alcoholics from 


everywhere, and something new 
and magic can happen." 


The director said Serenity 


Farm has received local ac- 
ceptance, an important goal of 
such a project. "People here are 
friendly and helpful to me," he 
said. 


One of the most important 


projects under way by Serenity 
Farm at this time is "The Fifth of 
the Month Club." Murphy says to 
citixens, "If you will send us the 
money value of one fifth of liquor 
on the fifth of each month, we can 
help hundreds of alcoholics find a 
new and sober life during the 
coming months." 


Murphy said Serenity Farm 


hopes to have a telephone by late 
March 
but, 
until 
then, 


correspondence should be ad- 
dressed to Serenity F'arm, Inc., 
Box 924, Fairfield, Tex. 75840. 


"In time, we hope to make this 


hill a show-place," the project 
director said. Murphy—himself a 
r e f o r m e d 
a I c o h o l i c — s a i d 


Serenity Farm will be "a haven 
for 
those who need our ex- 


perience and help."

Dr. Glicksman 
Studying Woes 
Of Dermatoses

Manpower is wasted. 
Money is lost needlessly, piled 


in columns on the ledgers of 
welfare rolls. 


And who can tabulate the grief 


of thousands of persons turned 
out of jobs each year to wait in 
welfare lines because they have 
developed an allergic skin 
reaction to elements of the en- 
vironment at their place of work 
and have no other skills, no other 
chance of work? 


The exact extent of such 


medical problems is not known, 
but the problem is "tremen- 
dous," believes Dr. Joseph M. 
(Jlicksrnan, a dermatologist in 
the Medical Arts Clinic of Cor- 
sica na. 


Dr. Glicksman has returned 


from discussing such problems 
with other specialists in the first 
meeting of the "Environmental- 
Industrial Rehabilitation Task 
Force of the National Program 
for Dermatology," a committee 
sponsored 
by 
the 
National 


Institute of Health. 


The committee, of which he is a 


member, has set itself the task of 
determining the extent and effect 
of industrial-related dermatoses, 
possible means of prevention, 
and ways of rehabilitating af- 
fected workers. 


DR. GLICKSMAN gave this 


example of industrial-related 
derma tosis: 


A waitress is required to keep 


her hands submerged in soapy 
water day after day. A month 
later—or five years later or 25 
years later—she develops a 
painful skin rash from the dish- 
water. 


A dermatologist diagnoses the 


water itself as the cause of the 
rash. Changing the brand of soap 
won't help. She must change her 
working environment. 


If the woman cannot work 


without washing dishes, if she has 
no other skill, then she must file 
for 
unemployment 
com- 


pensation. 


"Of course, this example is 


over-simplified," the doctor 
pointed out, "but this is the sort of 
problem many workers are faced 
with." 


Dr. Glicksman 
said 
this 


woman's impasse can be over- 
come if she can be retrained for 
another skill, such as typing. 


But to his knowledge, he says, 


there 
is 
no 
rehabilitation 


program of this sort currently 
available. 


"MOST 
REHABILITATION 


programs only retrain people for 
the same job they had before an 
accident," he said. 


One of the objectives of the task 


force will be to determine a 
program for rehabilitation and 
offer it as a suggestion to state 
governments. 


"It 
(the 
rehabilitation 


program) would be something 
like the Lighthouse for the 
Blind," Dr. Glicksman ex- 
plained. "People 
with 
en- 


vironmental dermatoses are like 
the handicapped. They need to be 
entirely retrained." 


Dr. Glicksman said the first 


objective of the committee will be 
to determine the scope of the 
problem. 


"Before you can tackle any 


problem you have to know the 
problem," the doctor said. 


"WE WILL DEFINE 
THE 


PROBLEM by determining the 
areas of acute need and see if we 
can find a pattern," he said. 


Members of the task force, who 


include dermatologists 
from 


around the country, are com- 
piling facts to determine the 
reach and depth of the problem. 


In the first meeting, Dr. 


Glicksman said, a suggestion was 
made that the committee devise 
a "report system" consisting of 
report forms doctors could use to 
refer these "environmentally 
handicapped" persons to a state 
health department, which would 
refer the person through chan- 
nels to an agency which to 
rehabilitate him or find him 
another job. 


Dr. Glicksman said the com- 


plexity of allergic reaction ranks 
witli the causal mystery of 
cancer, another factor hindering 
efforts to solve the problems of 
the victims of environmental 
dermatoses. 


Dr. Glicksman said he hopes 


his "organizational ability" will 
be helpful to the task force. 


••I'm just learning. Some of the 


others have already done ex- 
tensive research," he said. 


The committee, headed by Dr. 


Harry M. Robinson, professor 
and 'head of the dermatology 
department at the University of 
Maryland, will meet again 
sometime in the near future, Dr. 
Glicksman said..
